So important from 
every standpoint does Senator 
Spooner consider the continuance 
of the free exercise of the power 
of the courts, that he asserts that 
the adoption of a plan like Sen- 
ator Bailey's, to prevent the 
courts from using the power of 
injunction to suspend a rate, 
would have a tendancy to drag 
down the whole structure of the 
law. It is now generally admit- 
ted that the Wisconsins state- 
speech has effectually 
silenced that never too popalar 
plan of Senator Bailey's.

tided that more cruisers were 
not needed, but that more ships 
f the monitor class should be 
built- The necessity for enlarg- 
ng the submarine fleet also was 
pointed out by the Admiral. 

According to the report of the 
United States Geological Survey 
the output of unthricate coal in 
Pennsylvania last year was the 
greatest ever known. During 
the year there were mined 69,- 
152 long tons, which were 
valued at 141,869,000 dollars. 
Of this coal, 61,654,482 long tons 
were shipped to market; 1,802,- 
644 tons were sold at the mines; 
and 6,282,076 tons were used for 
steam and heat. The production 
in 1904 was 66,316,490 tons, a 
gain for 1905 of more than 4,- 
000,000 tons.

STATE ENCAMPMENT 



Easily the event of this week 
in regard to rate legislation was 
the long awaited speach of Sena- 
tor Spooner. The Wisconsin 
Senator is regarded by many as 
the leading constitutional law- 
yer in the Senate, so that his 
words always carry great weight. 
His speech consisted almost en- 
tirely of a refutation of the 
arguments of Senator Bailey, 
who advocates the stripping of 
the cpurts of their power by 
preventing them from suspending 
a rate made by the Commission 
while such rates is being review- 
ed. Of course, strong practical 
objections to such an extreme 
step have already been made, its 
"opponents pointing out that to 
temporarily enforce a rilling 
which might afterwards be set 
aside would work great injury, 
and that it is far better to make 
'sure, before fiually putting an 
order of the Commission into 
effect, that the rate isnot unfair. 
It is proposed to make the rail- 
roads give bond for the amount 
involved in the decision pending 
its adjustment so that the ship- 
per, if upheld, may recover, and 
to further perfect the plan in all 
its workings, it is also proposed 
to provide, by special clause, for 
expedition in the hearing of all 
railroad cases appealed from the 
decision of the commission. In

500.000 Fire at Nortonsvil e Endangered 
Six Uvea. 

The power-house and hoisting 
plant of the Nortonville Coal 
Companv burned Friday morning 
"arch 28 at 8 o'clock, entailing 
a loss of $6,000 with no insurance. 
As a result, two mines are prac- 
tical'y closed, and 200 men out 
of work. 

The fire started from a torch 
a riicd bv a fireman. While 
drawing oil the fluid suddenly 
ignited. The fireman called the 
engineer to his assistance, and 
they succeeded, as they thought, 
in extinguishing the flames, but 
a few minutes later the oilroom 

as burning so fiercely it could 
not be approached. The flames 
made such a headway that noth- 
ing could be done aside from sav- 
ing the tipple. 

Six men were iu the shaft, but 
they were rescued at 5 :30 o'clock 
by means of ropes. 

The plant furnished power for 
two mines, and while it will be 
replaced as rapidly as possible, it 
will require thirty days to put it 
in working order. 1 

This is not only a serious loss 
to the Nortonville Coal Company 
but to the town at large, as nine 
tenths of the population depend 
directly or indirectly on the mines 
for support.

OUR COMMON SCHOOLS. 

Nobody at all informed on the subject believes that the Com 
1 School System of Kentucky is what it ought to be. A look at 
the miserable little cabins that serve as school houses iu many, if 
not most of the school districts in the state, and a peep inside at 
the more miserable children during school hours, on a winter day, 
would convince anyone that Kentucky is behind the times in the 
matter of Common Schools.but yet there are Southern States behind 
Kentucky. That Southern man would be singularly wanting in 
patroitism and affection for his people who did not de6ire to have 
this conditiou improved. How best to bring about such result can 
only l)« ascertained through interchange of ideas and opiuiont 
imong persons conversaut with the situation and capable ot help 
!ng in the cause. Thus was suggested a Conference of the leading 
educators in the Southern States, for the purpose of evolving somt 
plan to extend the educational system so far as to benefit all th< 
people. 

High Sohools and Colleges and denominational institutions had 
done a great work, but they did not "reach the spot." What the 
people need is the free school and that of as high a standard as i 
possible to make it, supported by general taxation. There is the 
rub; that question of taxation. The difficult thing is to induce th 
people to tax themselves for schools to the extent of having a ten 
months school year and teachers paid adequate salaries. In Ken 
tucky, in the country districts, the rule is a six months school, poor 
pay for the teachers — poor teachers — poor scholars — poor schools- 
poor people. Any agency by wliicli such a state of things could be 
remedied should receive a welcome from all good people. Such 
en agency is "The Conference for Education in the South" which 
meets annually to consider Southern School conditions aud devise 
methods to improve them. Its meetings are attended by eminent 
citizens not only from the south but from the North and Eeat a' 
who are interested of the south and her people. The next meet 
of the conference will be in Lexington on May 2, 3 and 4, and all 
who desire to see better schools throughout the State are invited to 



Frankfort, Ky.. March 27.— 
(Special.) The State Board of 
Control will meet here the first 
of April for the purpose of or- 
ganizing and taking over the 
management of the charitable 
institutions placed under it» 
care by the act creating such 
board. It is expected that the 
Governor will shortly thereafter 
appoint an Adjutant General to 
succeed Gen. Haley who is at 
the head of the new board.

ROOSEVEL T TO LA BOR MEN 

•oumea On Klvht of Injunction, 
and D*lend» Panama Cnnal 



Washington, March 23.— President 
Roosevelt received a large body of rep- 
resenatlves of organized labor, beaded 
by American Federation of Labor of- 
ficials, at the White House, and talked 
to them about their urgent request for 
the enactment of labor measure* now 
pending before congress, '.'he text of 
his remarks follows: 

•As. for the right of injunction, it is 
absolutely necessary lo have this pow- 
er lodged in th© courts, *.hougb, of 
course, any abuse of the power Is 
strongly to be reprobated. During the 
four and a half years that I have been 
president, I do not remember an in- 
stance where the government has In- 
voked the right of injunction against 
a combination of laboreis. We have 
invoked It certainly a score of times 
against combinations of capital. But, 
understand me, gentlemen, if I ever 
thought It necessary; if* I thought a 
combination of laborers were doing 
wrong, I would apply for an injunc- 
tion against them just as quick as 
against so many capitalists. 

Bxplalna Panama Aflalr*. 

"An eight-hour law for the Panama 
canal is an absurdity. Every one of 
you knowa that we can not get white 
labor, can not get labor of the United 
States to go down to Panama aud work. 
We are driven to extremities in the ef- 
fort to get any kind of labor at all. 
The conditions that mak* the eight- 
hour law proper here have no possible 
reference to the conditions that make 
the eight-hour law entirely proper 
there. The conditions are so utterly 
different on the Isthmus as compared 
to here, that it is impossible to draw 
conclusions affecting the one from 
what la true ot the o jher."

iDdlanspolls, ln<l.. March 28— The 
Joint scale committee of the United 
Mine Workers and the bituminous 
coal operators of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania, Tuesday, re- 
ported * disagreement to the Joint con- 
ference of the central competitive dis- 
trict, and after a session of three hours 
tlis conference adjourned, to meet this 
morning at nine o'clock. The discus- 
sions and arguments presented during 
the afternoon by the representatives of 
the miners snd operators showed no 
change whatever In the situation and 
indicate that the opposing sides are no 
nearer a wage agreement than they 
were In 'January, when the first confer- 
ence was held- The present wage scale 
will expire Saturday, and unless an 
agreement Is reached before Its expira- 
tion, 225,000 miners In the four states 
will be called rrom the mines. 

Mltrhrll Opened the Discussion. 

President Mitchell of the miners 
opene l the discussion In the Joint con- 
ference after there had been a silence 
or ten minutes, during which each side 
was waiting ror the other to make the 
first move. In a brier speech he said 
It had been his expectation that some 
proposition looking to an adjustment 
of the differences would be submitted 
by the operators at the afternoon ses- 
sion, but It was evident they hsd not 
bef n able to agree among themselves. 
The miners of the Joint conference, he 
said, had even exceeded their powers 
to meet the grave responsibilities placed 
upon them, "not only as miners, but 
as countrymen and citizens, by the re- 
quest and the suggestions of the presi- 
dent of our country. And It will be- 
come evident from the votes represent- 
ed here that at least four states must 
and rightfully shall assume the respon- 
sibility for a disagreement, ir no settle- 
ment Is reached." 

Motion Br Mr. Mltckell. 

Mr. Mitchell then offered for the con- 
sideration of the convention a motion 
that, as a basis or settlement, there be 
a restoration of the scale, the mining 
scale and the dead work scale of 1903. 

J. H. Winder, chairman of the op- 
erators, offered as a substitute a motion 
to adopt the present scale with all con- 
ditions existing at the time of Its adop- 
tion, with the mining rate at Danville, 
111 , for a base, and to Include all cost 
or shooting, loading, timbering and by- 
sped ion or shots. 

I In- Varloiia tpsnksia. 

Speeches were made ror the operators 
by J. C Koisem and Phil Penna, or In- 
diana; H. N. Taylor, or Illinois, and H. 
L Chapman, of Ohio, all expressing the 
determination of the operators of those 
clate.s to oppose wy Inereave in wages 
and to refuse to' pay an advance.

Washington, March 27.— I 
(Special.)— W h a t practically 
amounts to anarchy lias found 
foothold iu Congress. This state- 
ment is a sensational one, but 
nevertheless it is founded in 
absolute fact. The foundations 
of justice have been smirched by 
no less personages than a United 
States Senator and a member of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The aspersion of the 
latter was treated in a manner 
deserved, until the Senator 
endorsed the revolutionary at- 
tack on the Federal courts. Now 
Washington is thoroughly awake 
to the dangerous times in which 
the government has found itself. 

Senator Tillman's direct at- 
tack on the Federal courts of 
justice created a storm during 
his speech on the Hepburn rate 
bill, in which he was arguing 
against providing specifically for 
the inherent right of sfirppers 
and carriers to appeal to the law 
from orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. jfHe de- 
clared emphatically thai the 
people had lost all faith in the 
Federal judges, and that the 
nation was like a ship, adrift, 
and without the rudder of the 
law. Instantly Senators Scott, 
Gallinger, Spoouer and Foraker 
rebuked the speaker, but the 
'•pitchfork" statesman, in char- 
acteristic fashion, repeated his 
accusation. He said : 

"I did not expect to get into 
auy unpleasant controversy like 
this when 1 stated, as a general 
proposition, the reason why the 
passage of this bill is of each 
vast importance. It is because 
the people have lost faith in the 
judges. Now, I repeat 1 
believe it. That is all there is 
about it." 

Senator Lodge called attention 
to the dangerous preachments 
of government officials. He first 
quoted an interview with Eugene 
V. Debs, in which the Socialist 
leader declared his views with 
regard to aiding certain labor 
leaders in the West, accused of 
brutal assassinutious unequalled 
siuce the days of the Molly 
Maguires. Mr. Debs said: 

"We have no courts to appeal 
to; they belong to the pluto- 
cracy, and I am opposed to 
spending our means going up 
against a brace of game judical- 
lv." 

Mr. Lodge pointed out that 
Mr. Deb's remedy was civil war, 
and asked: 

"You may say that is the riv- 
ing of a man of violence and 
anarchy. Perbap* it is tin- last 
extreme ; but is it wise for 
others to encourage that wholly 
false view of the courts and to I 
teach tile American people that 
the courts are not to be trusted?" 

Then Mr. Lodge referred to a 
clipping taken from a Chicago 
newspaper in which Charles A. 
Prouty, a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, was 
quoted as saying : 

"If the Interstate Commerce 
Commission were worth buying, 
the railroads would try to buy it. 
The railroads, it is well knowu, 
own many of our courts aud 
other public bodies." 

After drawing this deadly 
parallel between the' inflamma- 
tory utterance of a man pledged 
to out and out anarchy and the 
more deadly statement of an of- 
ficer of the 'government, pre- 
sumed to be forsworn to law and 
order, Mr. Lodge said : 

"It is when a man of ability 
aud character holding high gov- 
erunienl position like that of an 
Interstate Commerce Cornmis- 
-niiie; uses the language that I 
have quoted that the matter be- 
couum deeply serious. It is when 
the doubts aud suspicions in re- * 
gard to our courts are suggested 
by the words of men eminent iu 
public ollice, as has been the 
case in the past mouths during 
the discussion of this question; 
it is when every effort is made 
to shut the courts out from all 
consideration of the momentous 
questions raised by this Hep- 
burn bill that the matter grows 
grave indeed, for it is iu this 
way that the distrust is bred of 
which the Senator from Texas 
spoke, and which every reflecting 
man must believe to be an in- 
estimable if not an irreparable 
injury to the country.'' 

The Hepburn rate bill, as it 
was passed by the HonBe, 
pointedly ignores the courts, 
aud conservative members of 
Congress are pointing to it as a 
crowning evidence of the pre- 
valence in Washington of the 
Socialistic spirit.

Mr. Jerome as- 
sails Lincoln J. Steffens, who he 
says: "blows into a state and 
in three weeks ha3 it torn up for 
his magazine." He denounces 
David Graham Phillips, who is 
now writing for a magazine on 
the "Treason of the Senate." 
Of this he says: 

Because some men are there who 
ought not to be there— some who 
bought the position— shall we say 
that the governors of our body 
politic are guilty of treason? Base 
men are there, but when, In the 
bright, breezy sentiments of mod- 
ern newspaper lite, you assert there 
4s treason, you either lie or mis- 
conceive the meaning of the Eng. 
Ilsh language. 

Mr. Jerome lavs the responsi 
bility heavily upon the news 
paper, the politician, and al' 
leaders <>t public opinion, w hen 
he says : 

Public opinion goes hither and 
•thither, like a ship, but in the 
toag course of time, it is sweet and
